WILD WIND AND HAIL

Descend With Terrific Force
Upon a Large Portion of
Pennsylvania.

DEATH AND DESTRUCTION

Accompany the Howling Hurricane
in Its Erratic Course.

A TRAIN WRECKED BY THE STORM.

Many East End Homes Rased by the
Warring Elements.

LIGHTNING'S FATALAND FUNKY FREAKS

A wevere hurricane, accompanied by hail
and lightning yesterday aflernoon did
serious  damage throughout  Western
Peonnylvania. Much lom to property
oocurred fo  this city, especially in
the East Kod, where & number of houses
wore wrecked, Many persons were more or
less injured, and several fatalitios are re

ported.

The terrific storm of vesterday afternoon
missed the businem part of the eity, being
apparently too high in the alr, The wind
blew strong st jost sbout 4 o'clock, and
workmen on the tops of pew bulldings were
scared down, No hail fell downtown, but
st the East Eod there was a violent burri-
cane and a fierce fall of hail.

The storm in its grestest viclence struck
Black Horso Hill at about 4:10 o’clock, and
ronred eastward uwpon East Liberty. The
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G, D, Simen’s House, Simen Avenus,

clondy were dense and low and moved with
frightfalrmpidity. People who saw the
black cloud coming fesred & cyclons and in
many instances took refuge in cellars,
DABENESS AND TERROR.

In the face of the gale o dense cloud of
dust, leaves and other light objects, filled
the air, and with the darkness made it im-
possible ©o see further than across the street,
Horses standing on the streets were fright-
ened and ran away, some vehicles were
overturped sod many trees were blown
down.

The direction of the wind was about east-
southeast, in about the line of Penn avenne
through East Liberty. As far as counld be
learued lust evening, four dwelling houses
were entirely wrecked vy Lhe storm, one was
shattered by lightning and several others
were moved oo their foundations or other-
wise distorted.

HEAYY DAMAGE TO PROPERTY,

Strange 1o say, no lives were lost in the
city, although several workmen were jo
Jurea. The bouses domolishied were in every
cuse unfinished stroctures. The ruin to
plhade trees oo Shady lape, Hichland avenue,
Franksiown avenve and other streels is very
grest. Maoy windows were broken by the
bailstones, which were as large ns marbles
suil were driven by the wind with violenee.

Greal injury was done to hothouses, where
the glams was broken and plants destroyed.

In many places leaves were driven against
bouses with so much force that the walls are
plastered with them.

The storm was not confined to East Lib-
erty, but did damage all through the county,
sud the telegraphic reports, which, however,
tre greatly cortalled by the damage done to
poles and wires by the wind, show thst the
hurricane played havoe throughout Western
FPenosylvauia

FOUR HOUSES RAZED.

HANDSOME

STRUCTURES WRECKED BY
THE STORM,

Bevernl Mon Boried Bencath the Debris—
Eome Remarkable Escnpes—A Honee
Faiis on n Horse—The Fire Deparimout
Turos Out.

Frauk Killian, proprietor of a furniture
store on Frankstown avenue, had a new
house mearly finished on Meadow street,
near Park aveone. Beveral workmen were
eugaged i the building when (he storm
struck i All escaped except one carpenter,
Fravk Smith, who was caught as be wos
descending the ladder and was buried under
the pile of ruins, His sokie war badly

sprained and he was otherwise bruised.
He was imprisoned for nearly tem minutes
belore he Id be T d by the other

workmen,

A pony belonging to Mrs. W. L. Tener
was cropping crash on the“dwn when the
house fell upon i, but it was extricated
with little injury. The loss on this house
is estimated at §3,000. The timbers and the
weather boarding are so badly broken that
little will be useinl,

A COMPLETE WRECK.

Mr. H. Loxterman had & handsome frame
house npearly completed on Edwin street,
Twentieth ward, at3 ». M. yesterday. At
4 o'clock the bouse was gooe, and in its
place stood a pile of wreckage. The house
was blown on to the southeastern corner of
the lot, and the only portiou not utterly de
stroyed, was the center gable, in which was
a window. This was carefully deposited on
top of the ruios, and the glass in the win-
dow was not even cracked, The damage to
the building will be about §1,500.

Four men were working around the build-

ing when the storm struck. Two were
roofers, but they had doseended to put on
their vonts when the rain began to fall. Two
men were digging n sewer, and they sought
shelter in the collar, A mowent later the
house foll in on thom, A number of per-
sona in the vieinity st ooee started to rescus
the men, expecting to find only thelr dead
bodies, but when they were released there
was nol & serateh upon either of them,
ERRATIC COURSE OF THE WIND,

The bullding is situnted in what is known
an the Spaht érchard. Many of the trees
were blown down, having been snapped off
at the base. They were lying In difforent
directions, showing that the storm's course
was most erratic.

The new house of Alexander Yottman, on
Bryant street, near the Highland reservolir,
was entirely demolished. It was thrown
from ita foundation and ecrushed  into
kindling wood. Two carpenters*who were
workiog in the house took refuge on the
porch, sod one of them, Michaol Quinn, was
caught in the ruine. He was badly bruised
and serstehed, and when rescued was coy-
ered with blood. It was reported that sey-
ersl men were canght and perhaps dead,and
engine company No. 8, on E?h.lud avenue,
hurried to the place, Their services were
not needed. The lose on the house is about
#4,000,

NOTHING BUT KIND LING WO0OD.

G. I). Simen, the shoe man of Allegneny,
is buildisg a row of fine, three-story frame
houses on Simen avenue, in the Twenty-
first ward, Sowe of the houses are finished
and occupied, snd the others are vearly
completed. The one furthest west was the
most exposed, and was entirely ruived. It
was blown off the stone foundation and
crushed into & heap of kicdiing wood. Two
lathers were working inside at the time, but
they esonped without injury,

THE PRACTICAL JOKE PLAYED BY A BOLT
OF LIGHTNING.

It Severs the Corner of a Dwelling, Which
Threatens to Topple Over at Auy Mo-
ment — Uopleasant Experl of Two
Waomen In East Liberty.

Lightoidg played its part in the storm
drama. Mrs. H. Parker owns and ocoupies
8 two-story frame house with a brick front
on Larimer avenue extension, renting two
rooms on the upper floor to Mr. A. Graat,
wife and baby. The two women and the
child were in the house when the storm came
up. The sudden durkoess, the rushing of the
wind and the ratsling of the hall and rain
frightened the women, and Ms. Grant left

her apartments, and, with ber child, sought
lhowmpuny‘:l Mrs, Parker in the silting
room.

As the storm broke it appeared fo select
Mrs, Parker's houss as an object upon
which to display its humor in a grim prac-
tieal joke, At the fimt onslaught every
punc of glass in front of the houso was
smunshed by hailstones, and the wind carried
the sashex in body. There was a moment’s
pause, followed by a vivid flash of light-
ning and the almont simultansous orash of
thunder, the house rocked, a shower of
bricks fell on the front poruﬁ, and a sirong
odor of sulphur filled the sir.

The frightened women fled, Mprs, Parker
led the way, and Mrs, Grant followed, olasp-
ing her bube to her bosom. They sought
shelter in an addition to the house, Built of
frame, fecling that If it fell in there was lem
chauoe of being erushed to desth than if
they remained in the brick lo,

flor the storm had subsided an investi-
gation was made, The lightpiog bolt had
struck the corner of the house at the roof,
taken a diagonsl eonrse to the top of the
window, jumped to the lower sill, and then
cut Its way several leel downward and then
flew out aut the corner of the house, The
gorner of the house severed by the bolt leans
agninst the pext buildiag, and threatens to
topple over at uny moment,
dumlfo to the house is not so very
gm‘t’. but slmost all the furniture in the
nilding is injured more or less by the vain
which beat in upon it.

FRESCOED WITH LEAVES.
Ono Poculiar Fonture of Last Night's Sterm
at Wilkinsburg,

The storm was severe along the Pennayl-
vania Railroad from East Liberty to Brad-
dock, nnd hundreds of trees were uprooted,
Outbuildings, porches, fences and other
light structures were leveled.

Naw Yorx, May 23.—The old frigate
Pensacola dropped anchor off Staten Island
this morning, after an absence from Ameri-
can waters of more than eight months. The
famous old ship sailed away last Ooctober,
having on board & wo-called “'Government
sclentific expedition,” which was delegated
to go tothe coast of Afries and make ob+
servations of the total eelipse of the sun,
which was visible on that coast December
22

Congress appropristed 85,600 for the ex-
pensen of ten sclentific mén who should com-
pous the party and directed the Secratary of
the Navy to assign a man.of-war o (rans
port the expedition. Prof. David P, Todd, of
Amherst College, wasappointed direotorof the
expedition. On October 16 the loading of
the great frigate with all maoner of peculinr
baggage was completed and Prol, Todd,
with a retinue of 16 nssociales, Instead of 9,
the legal number, went on board.

OFF FOR THE DARK CONTINENT,

Th‘;s were welcomed by Captain Yates and
the 400 officers and men attached to the shi
and tha{ set sail. The cruise was ex

to last three or possibly four months, The
only drawback was the crowded condition
of the ship on aeccount of the great mass
of truck which filled the hold and the gun
and spar decks, There were portable
houses, 40-foot telescopes, besides all man-
ner of things which were never used and
never unpacked.

Tne Pensacola arrived at her destination,
Maserle Bay, Cape Lido, a ectly unin-
habited stretch of country, Bunday morn-
ing, December 9. A site for the observa-
tion uli'np was ltk ?neo selected, an;{ }{]unda;

A LACE OF EXPERIENCE.

ments fairly ready. But slas, as the moment
of eclipse approached sv did the usual thick
bank of clonds, for during the three weeks
of preparation there was but one clear after-

noon.

Though during the of the eclipse
vague ‘:Ilimpau' of m;;ot could be
seen, at the prized moment of totality
everything was a blank, and the
long and expensive trip went for nothing.
Time being no object they took nearlya
week to break camp, while the Bramble, the
Euglish gunboat, had all her iostruments
on board the same afternoon and sailed for
Loando the same night,

It certainly was & healthfal location, if
nothing else, for no one was sick aboard
from climatic eauses, though as many as 200
men were drenched with water nearly every
day in the landing or loading apparatus,

AX UNFORTUNATE MISTAKE,

On returniog to Loando it was learned
that the sky had been periectly clear during
the eclipse at the ininnd station of Musima,
where it had been originslly planaed to
muke the observation. Then, instead of
muking its way back to the United Btutes,
the expedition headed for Cape Town,
where it arrived January 17,

Thea the troubles which had for some
time been brewing among the wembers of
the selentifle ru.ﬂy grew serioun and finally
culminated in open revolt, The director
wus mceused In A&  eounell of
varlous uoplensant things, and he finally
ylelded to the démands of the other pro-
